‘The most striking feature in my opponents last 
production is its asperity/ 1 cannot even return 
his compliment by saying he jg@fin “* ingenious 
sophister” or good at “ caricature’”—his paintings 
ure like nothing in the natural or spiritual worlds! 
—They are the distorted images of his own dark 
imagination. That he is “ 10 orator,” among 
men of refined and cultivated minds, we can rea- 
dily believe, though it is probable he might pass 
for one in “ the seat of the Scorner,” and where 
possibly he might ‘‘ make the worst appear the 
better reason.” With a discerning fmblic this is 
now impracticable.—His two last addresses have 
fixed the character of his doctrine, and his .wn 
character as its defender. 

That the character of his doctrine is blasphe- 
enous, | fully demonstrated in my last.—That it is 
a jumble of irrational and contradictory propo- 
sitions, was proved from Paul’s own statements. 
From the dilemma in which he was involved, by 
three several conclusions, he has not extricated 
humself ; on the contrary, like a “Bull in a Net,” 
his difficulties increased with every struggle. In 
his preceding Essay, he tolds us that “ JEHO 
VAH THE AUTHOR OF LIFE, THE CRBA- 
TOR OF THE WORLD WAS KILLED,” and 
in his Jast he tells us, that the * body which wus 
born of the Virgin Mary was THE BODY OF THE | 
MIGHTY GOD!!!” So then, we are to under-| 
stand, that HE whom “the heaven of heavens 
cannot contain,” 1 Kings viii. 27,—iH1E who sit- 
teth upon the circle of the earth, and the inhabi- 
tants thereof are as grasshoppers,” Isa. xl. 22,-— 
HE, before whom ali nations are as nothing, and 
counted to HIM less than nothing and vanity ” ver. 
17. He who is infinite—* whose centre is every 
where, but whose circumference is not to be 
tound,” was, fornine months, circumscribed with- 
in the narrow limits of the womb !!!—Now, I 
think, that any man who can believe such a senti- 
ment, must either be deplorably priest ridden, or 
tar gone in his dotage'!!) When * Paul” shall 
make any converts to this doctrine, he may truly 
call them, “ the deluded toliowers of a musguid- 
ing Spirit !” 

Now I can see no good reason, if my opponent 
seriously believes the doctrine he offers for our 
acceptance, why he might not turn Roman Catho- 
lic at once—adopt “ our Lady’s Psaiter”—say his 
** Ave Maria,” and begin his prayers with—** Oh 
Mary Mother of God!!!” The “ most seraphical 
Doctor Bonaventerre, has certainly left Paut but a 
little way behind him in absurdity ; and from 
his late efforts, 1 think it probable, my opponent 
will soon overtake him ! 

“ The natural man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God, for they are foolishness unto 
him, neither can he know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned.” 1 Cor. ii. 14. From the 
very carual views of my opponent aud from the 
contemptuous manner in which he speaks of di- 
vine things, it 1s evident, that he has reyected the 
only means by which we ever can indubitably un- 
derstand the sacred text.—As ‘*holy men of old 
spake as they were moved by the Holy Spirit” — 
80 it 18 equally true, that no man can ever read 
the Scriptures in their ortginal sense, unless 
his mind be illuminated by the same divine Spi- 
rit !—-And as there is but one divine Spirit, so the 
Apostie plamly describes its nature. “ God is 
Jaght.” Joan i. 5. And “ God, who command. 
ed the light to shine out of darkness, hath shined 
in our hearts, to give us the light of the knowledge 
of the glory of God,” 2 Cor. iv.6.—* and he 1s 
the true Light that lighteth every man that com- 
eth ino the world, Jonn tl. But there is some- 
thing so shocking to my opponent in the Idea of 
Light, that it puts him quite outofhumor, Lig it! 
—the very dawn of which, in the natural world, 
fills the woodlands with music, and all animated 
nature with joy and gladness !—-Light '!— Divine 
3 *-ht—in which all the children of God sejoice to- 
wether !in which they that “walk,” have ‘‘fellow- 
ship one with another”—& enjoy alt the blessings 
of the “ New Creation.”— Light !—a single ray of 


throws my benighted opponent into a paroxysm of 
anger, from which he dont seem to get relief, un- 
til he has profaned this heavenly gift, with the most 
approbrious names !—thus he calls “ GOD, who 
commands the light to shine out of darkness.” a 
“ Jack-o-Lantern.” CHRIST, the true light that 
lighteth every man that cometh into the world” 
he tells usis © an Jgnus fataus.”—He who * was 
set to be a light of the Gentiles, and for God’s sal- 
vation to the ends of the Earth.” Acts xu. 47, he 
calis—“ a misguiding Spirtt //! 

Now how ure we to account for this ?—There 
must be something very much out of order in 
this lover of darkness, or he would not expose 
himself so disr@putably to the world !—It would 
seem reasonable to conclude that he must be in 
the habitual violation of some divine command! for 
* he thut doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh 
to the light, lest his deeds should be reproved ; but 
he that doth truth, cometh to the light, that his deeds 
may be made manifest, that they are wrought tn 
God” Jobn in, 20. 2i. If “ Paul” would ex- 
amine closely, perhaps he might discover, that at 
least two or three times a week, he violates an ex- 
press injunction of our Lora! Matt. x. 8. Well 
did Christ say to such, ** ye blind Guides, which 
stra at a Gnat and swallow a Camel.” Matt. 
XX11. 24. 

Paul may call this “asly ungenerous personal 
reflection,”—He has several times accused me wi 
** personality”—and once the Editor yomed in the 
accusation ! But I can assure them, they are both 











sy I have never made a single personal allusion to 
my opponent.—I challenge them both to shew the 
contrary—my papers are all before them. 1 know 
nothing of * Paul,” but what he has pubiicly told 
of himself !—that he is one of those “ priests” 
described by the Prophet “ who teach for hire”— 
and “divine for money,” Mic, iii. 11, But whe- 
ther he lives in New Jersey, Pennsylvania, or Del- 
aware, I do not know! nor do I care! I have no- 
thing to do with Ais person, though, as an advocate 
for the truth of the Gospel, I have to do with hie 
practices ;—and these, while 1 can have the liberty 
uf speech, or of the pen, I shall continue to ex- 
pose, as Gntichristian; adverse to the express 
commands ot Christ ; and dangerous, as being the 
source of innumerable evils in the Church and State!! 
Yo call this “a sly or personal reflection,” is a 
perversion of language! Amicus, conscious of 
the strength of his position, and the truth of his 
statements, has candidly and boldly exposed his 
views—too openly to comport with the comfort of 
his opponent as is evident from the language and 
temper of his Addresses ! 

Let us now recur to “ Faul’s” doctrine, as stat. 
ed in bis last, and see how it will accord with 
other parts of his scheme. After quoting Isa. 
ix. 6. he tells us “ that body which was born of 
the Virgin, was the body of the mighty God.” 
—The text, to suit his purpose, he however quot: 
ed but partially ; that we may have a full view of 
the subject, 1 will copy it from the Bible: “ Unto 
us a child is born, unto us a Son is given, and the 
government shall be uponhis shoulders, and his 
name shall be called—WON DERE UL, COU NSEL- 
LOK, THE MIGHTY GOD, THE EVERLAST- 
ING FATHER, THE PRINCE OF PE&ACE:” 
Now if the Son which was begotten of the Holy 
Ghost and born of the Virgin Mary—was the 
Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, then were 
this ** Son” and ‘the everlasting Father” the 
offspring of the Holy Ghost !!! and then saint 
Athanasius was mistaken, for he tells us, “ the 
Son is of the Father alone,” and “ the Holy Ghost 
is of the Father and of the Son, neither made, nor 
created, nor begotten, but proceeding” But ‘Paul’ 
tells us, that both the Father and the Son, were 
begotten of the Holy Ghost!!! Taking the doc- 
trine of my opponent and saint Athanasius to- 
gether, it will stand thus—The Father begot the 
Son,and the Holy Ghost proceeded from the Fa- 
ther and the Son, and afterwards, to wit, four 
thousand years from the Creation, the Holy Ghost 
begat the Father and the Son !!! This may truly 
be called “* a Mystery!” 

I presume this kind of doctrine will suit none 
but Trinitarians, } will therefore review the texts 
from Isaiah, and see if they do not convey to 
those who prefer reason to absurdity, and truth to 
error, a very different meaning !—“ Behold a 
Virgin shall conceive and bear a Son, and shall 
call Ais name Emmanuel.” Isaiah vii, 14. It is 
very observable, that the Prophet does not say— 
and shall call Aim Emmanuel”—but, shall call 
his name Emmauuel.”—So in the other text “and 
his name shail be called the mighty Gad, the Ever- 
iasting Father &c.”-it does not say, Ae shall be 
called the mighty God, &c.—This circumstance 
rightly considered, will I think, lead us safely out 
of the Mystery /—As | observed ina former Essay 
“ the name” signifies the power.—By a metonomy, 
itis used to shew the qualtty, the efficiency of an 
agent! As “ Cruden” says, * the name of God 
signifies his wisdom, power and goodness.” —Thus, 
when the good king Asa prayed, “‘ Help us O 
Lord our God, for we rest on thee, and in thy 
name we go against this multitude—let not man 
prevail against thee ¥ 2 Chron. xiv. 11, When the 
Psalmist said, “ They that know thy name will 
put their trust in thee” Ps. ix. 10, When the 
Prophet said, “ Je name of the Lord is a strong 
‘Tower, the righteous runneth into it and is safe.” 
Prov. xviii 10. When “the seventy returned 
with joy saying, Lord, even the Devils are sub- 
ject unto us through thy name.” Luke x. 17. and 
in a hundred other places, where the word “name” 
occurs, itis evident, hat reference is made to 
divine power, and not to mere sounds! 

We will now recur to the fulfilment of 
those momentous Prophecies.—It will throw a 
clear and convincing light on this position, And 
first. Before the birth of our Lord, an angel ap- 
peared unto Joseph, and speaking of this event, 
said of Mary—* she shall bring torth a Son, and 
thou shait call Ais name JESUS.” Here we find 
divine wisdom uses the same phraseology—“ thou 
shalt call Ais name JESUS: which signifies ** A 
Saviour”—and gives us the reason, ‘* for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” Matt. i. 21. See 
also Luke 1.31. Here we see the name clear|, 
signifies the power, winch the Apostle cali., 
“Christ the power of God and the Wisdom of 
God”’ Rom. 1. 24—Second—How exactly does 
tius idea harmonize with the whole tenor of the 
Gospel. They shail call Ats name Emmanuel, 
which is, being interpreted, God with us.” Matt. 
1. 23.—Our Lord tells us, “ God is a Spirit.” John 
v.24. He does not say he is compounded of flesh 
and spirit! And the Apostle declares, that ** God 
was in Christ, reconciling the world unto himself.” 
2Cor.v. 19, “ For in him dweit all the fulness 
of the Godhead.” Col. ii. 9—Christ was tien, 
“ God manifest in the flesh.” 1 ‘Tim. iii. 16, and 
so he is to this day! 


him “ Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among you, by miracles, and wonders, and signs, 
which God did by him.” Acts ii. 22. My opponent 
tells us, that the body which was born of the Vir- 
gin was the body of the mighty God’’—the Apos- 
tle tells us “ he took not on him the nature of 
Angels, but he took on him the seed of Abraham, 
and in all things, was made like unto his brethren.” 
Heb. ii. 16,17. So that it clearly appears, that 
_— the Apostle, and “ Paul’’ the Trinitarian 
ere of different opinions ! and as both cannot be 
true, I much prefer the doctrine of the Apostle 
as being more consistent with Scripture, Reason, 
and Common Sense ! 

“ Paul” bas already admitted that “the dine 
nature is incapable of suffering'! and yet he in- 
sists, that Jesus of Nazareth was a divine person. 
Now if the divine nature be “ incapable of suffer- 
ing,” eithér Jesus endured no suffering, or this 
“ divine person” was not of a divine nature. 

Thus when we view his scheme in any point of 
light whavever, it presents us with nothing but 
contradictions ad absurdities '!! [here is not 
any thing the least ** bewitching” in it.—It “ be. 
wilders” without “alluring” !—f it “ poison” 
people st will not be because it is “ gilded,” but 
because they take it with every property that can 
disgust a sensible mind, expused to view '!! His 
Culvanistee Idols, are devoid of every attraction, 
they neither charm the understanding nor delight 
the fancy !!! 

The vulgar doctrine of “ the Trinity” in con- 
nexion with that of the “ atonement,” presents to 
view a specimen of those absurdities engendered 
by Antichrist, in the night of theapostucy, when 
‘darkness covered the Karth and gross darkness 
the people.”—It supposes the Deity dinded into 
three “ distinct and separate” parts or persons.— 
One of those persons wrathful and implacuble, a- 
nother merciful and gracious—that one, by a kind 
of Transubstantiation was made mortal,and was 
killed by the creatures he had made !—It suppos- 
es God wae slain to make satisfaction to himself— 
that the immortal Jehovah was put to death by mor- 
talmen, to oppeuse lus own wrath !!! Or that oue 
part of the Deity was killed, to appease the other 
part and put him into a capacity to be merciful. 
It supposes our heavenly Father is more unmerci- 
ful than the wickedest man on Earth !!!that he 


must be paid to the uttermost farthing !!!—It 
teaches us that we are not in thé least indebted 
to him tor our redemption, since he would not let 
us escape, until — had paid his demand in 
full—and it teaches us, that since the debt of sin 
is alreads pad, we may live just as we please, for 
Justice cannot demand to be paid fice for the 
same debt—and tierefure, God cannot punish us 
for our sins!!! 

These, gentle Reader, are but a small part of 
the irrational consequences of my opponents 
scheme, which he would make us beiieve contains 
the only Christian views of scripture truth! Let 
us now see if our Lord and his apostles did not 
preach a different doctrine?—In order to illustrate 
my views, I will first shew, what it is that sepas 
rates God and the soul of man, and makes an 
“ atonement” necessary.—2nd.—whence it arises 
—3d.—what are its eflects—and 4th how it may 
be removed. 

1, That which separates God and the soul is 
sin; the deadliest foe to human happiness. God 
is an everblessed and overflowing fountain of Di- 
vine love and mercy—always desiring to pour out 
the richest blessings on his creatures.—He de- 
lightetn todo us good and requires nothing on our 
part but 4 preparation or qualificatiog tu receive 
it! But sin stands as a “ partition wali” between 
God and us ; and, while it stands, is an effectual 
barrier between us and the blessings that await 
our acceptance 

2d. All sin originates in a contrariety of our 
will to the divine will, If Man were always to 
maintain a subjection of his own will to the will 
of his creator, he could never commit a sin! God 
manifests his will to man by his own holy spirit— 
sometimes thro the mediuin of the Holy Scrip- 
tures—sometimes by the ministry of the Gospel— 
sometimes by what 1s called conscience, but prin- 
cipally by that, whichthe inspired writers call 
“The Law written in the heart” Rom. ii. 15. 
“ The Law of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus” 
Rom. viii. 2. “ The Law of Faith” Rom. ii. 27. 
‘A measure or manifestation of the Spirit” which 
“is given to every man to profit withal” Rom. 
xii. 7. “ The Grace of God that bringeth salvae 
tion, and which hath appeared unto all men!' Tit. 
ii. 11. &c. &e. &e. 

3d. The effects of sin is an alienation of the soul 
from the source of happiness—from the divine 
life. “For the wages of sin is Death. Rom vi. 23. 
When any one wilfully acts contrary to the Divine 
Law—he sins; he stands in opposition to God, ana 
so standing he is separated from God and is under 
the curse of the Law! He is “ dead in trespasses 
and sins,” and has no more power to restore him- 
self to a life with God, and communion with his 
maker, than a dead man has power to raise him- 
self to animal life and return to a communion 
with bis fellow creatures !—Thus stood Adam, 
when he ate the forbidden fruit ; and thus stands 
every son of Adam, when he acts contrary to the 
known will of God ! 





When we consider these texts, in connection | 
with a number of our Lord’s declarations repect- | 
ing himself, it appears to me impossible to avoid | 
the force of the conclusion, that “Gop in Cunist is 
the true and exclusive divinity of Christ.”-——My op- 
ponent tells us “ Jesus of Nazareth was a divine 
person / Our Lord tells us he was “ @ man.”— 
* But now” said he to the Jews “ ye seek to kill 
me, @ mun that bath told you the truth, which J 








Here poor man needs an ATONEMENT in- 
deed ! Now for a Saviour, or he perishes forever ! 
This brings us to consider— 

4th. How his sin may be removed—how the dead 
may be restored to life!—Here we have plain 
scripture testimony from the highest authority, 
which points out the only effectual Redeemer, and 


are actually in sin—*‘ but a real substantial righte 
ousness in the heart and life,” which only was and 
i, “THE RIGTEOUSNESS OF CHRIST.”— 
“Jesus saith unto her,” 1 am the Resurrection and 
the life, he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me, shall never die.” Jolvn xi. 25. 26. 
In this declaration of our blessed Lord, it 1s evi- 
dent, that he was speaking of the death of stn 
and resurrection to a holy lifey and of no other 
death or resurrection wha'ever, as some a ~ 
surdly imagined ! Ina carnal point of view, 
chested is not true! A dead man is not a subject 
for the exercise of faith—and a living mon 
though the most genuine believer on Earth, shall 
as surely die as the greatest sinner!'—When there- 
fore our Lord said, “ I am the ion and 
the life,” be in fact published himself to the 
world, as the only means of salvation—for there 
is no other name under heaven given among men 
whereby we must be saved,” but the name which 
is the power of Christ. ‘Uhere is no other power 
that can raise the “ dead in trespasses and sin,” 
and restore us unto life with God! 

Now beautiful does the apostle elucidate this 
view in his Epistle to the Ephesians, Chap. ii. 1. 
2. 4. 5. 6. 8 “And you hath he quickened, 
[raised unto life] who were dead in trespasses and 
sins, wherein in time past ye walked, according to 
the course of this world”—* but God who is rich 
in mercy, for his great love wherewith he loved us, 
even when we were deadin sins, hath quickened 
us [made us to live] together with Christ, and 
hath raised us up [hath been our “ resurrection”] 
and made us to sit together in leaveniy places in 
“Christ Jesus%—For by grace are ye saved, 
through faith, and that not of yourselves, it is the 
gift of God !! 

No two passages could possibly run more 
parallel, than the declaration of our Lord, John 
x: 25. 26. and this passage of the apostle. Christ 
declares “ he that deleveth in me though he were 
dead yet shall he live,” the Apustle deciares, that 
they who had been dead in sins, God had quick- 
ened and raised unto fe! And this gives a trae 
and the only true view of the scripture docirime 
of Atonement! Reconcthution an. .dtonement are 
synonimous terms under the Gospel ; they both 
mean the same thinz—a umon of things that had 


cannot forgive @ sinner at all, but that luis debt }Jeen separated /—Sin only can separate God ant 


the soul—Isaiah lix. 2.—And sin must be remov- 
ed, before God can be reconciled to man! The re- 
bellious will of man, must be brought into sub- 
jection to the will of Gad, betore the Gospel atone- 
ment can possibly be made! before we can be 
brought into union and communion with our 
‘Lreator ! 

The word “ Atonement” occurs but once ia 
our translation of the New Testament, The ori- 
ginal word in other places is rendered “ Recon- 
ciliation :” our Englisis word “ Atonement” cow- 
veys precisely this li «—ILt appears, to be com- 
pounded of AT and QNE, and MENT, -ignify- 
ing, that parties who have differed, nave been 
brought together into a OUNENESS.—*< We also 
joy in Ged, through our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we lave now received the At—one—ment. 
Rom. v. LL. for saith the Apostle “He 1s our peace, 
who bath made doth one,” that is, reconciled us to 
God,” and hath broken down the middle wail of 
partition between us.” Eph. ii. 14 

Any other Atonement thanrtiis, is a sin-pleas- 
ing doctrine !—it 1s false and dangerous !—it sets 
people at ease in ther sins /—\t makes them 
satisfied in an unsanctified and corrupt state! It 
supposes aman may be imputatively righteous, while 
he is actually wicked!/—imputatively holy while ac- 
tually im sin !—imputatively reconciled while the 
“middle wall of partition” between his poltuted 
soul and divine Purity, has not been “ broken 
down !!!”—!t supposes the cry of “ Lord, Lord,” 
will save him, while he is doing the works of the 
Devil! and finally it supposes, that Righteousness 
may have fellowship with unrighteousness !—that 
light may have communion with darkness !—that 
Cirist may have concord with Belial! and he that 
believeth may have part with an Infidel !!! 3 Cor. 
vi, 14. 15. 

Fellow Christians “ be not deceived—God is 
not mocked. Such as we sow such shall we reap, 
If we sow to the flesh, of the flesh we must reap 
corruption—if we sow tu the Spirit, we shall of 
the Spirit reap life everlasting.”—My oppogent 
ridicules this doctrine! but regard him not! He 
contradicts the plain words of Christ and the 
Apostles—and the experience of thousands, who 
have * dug deep” (through the vile rubbish of 
human ‘Tradition,’ accumulated by Priesteraft, 
to cover the foundation of the Prophets and 
Apostles) and have laid their foundation on the 
tock of Ages, CHRIST THE TRUE CORNER 
STUNE, which, said the Apostle “ was set at 
nought of you builders, but which is become the 
head of the corner.”

GEOGRAPHICAL NOTICES. 


The Sandwich Islends are situated in 
the Pacific ocean, west of the southern 
part of N. America, between 18, 50 and 
22,20 N. Lat., and 154,55 and 160,15, 
W. Lon They are extended in a direc- 
tion W_ N. W. and E. S. E. Owhyhee 
being the southeastern island, and Onee- 
how, the northwestern. Owhyhee is 97 
miles in length vy 78 in breadth ; Mowee, 
48 by 29; Tahoorowa, 11 by 8; Rania, 19 
by 9; Morotoi, 40 by 7 ; Woahoo, 46 by 
23; Atooi, 33 by 28; Oneehow, 20 by 7; 
Tahoora, which is but little more than a 
rock, 1 by half a mile —These istnds 
were first discovered by the great naviga- 
tor, Capt. Cook; and on Owhyhee he lost 
his life in 1779 The climate is salubri- 
ous, and the soil fertile. The people were 
savages and idolaters; but were ingenious, 
and had made some progress in agriculture 
and manufactures, more thab savages in 
general. For some years past European 
and American ships have frequently visit- 
ed the islands, by whch means they have 
learnt something of the arts and blessings 
of civilized nations. Yamahamaha, their 
principal King, a man of superior and in- 
qtisitive powers of mind, seized the little 
advantages thus put in his reach; and 
made no small advances in imitation of 
other sovereigns. But he and his people 
remained sunk in heathenish ignorance, 
when the mission was undertaken 








The mission established, 

This field for labour was first presented 
to the board by the circumstance that se 
veral natives of the islands, brought to this 
country by different persons, had been no- 
ticed and put under a course of instruction 
in the foreign mission school. These were 
becoming able to instruct their country- 
men; several of them had given evidence 
of piety, and ardently desired to return and 
carry the knowledge of the Saviour The 
board resolved to send them, and some 
Americans who desired to join them. 
Henry Obookiah. of Owhyhee, a young 
man of much promise, was not permitted 
toreturn. God saw fit to call him to him- 
self, while a member of the school. The 
missionary family was organized and sail- 
ed, Oct. 1819 ; and arrived atthe islands 
in March, 1829. 

Renunciation of Idolatry. 

Just at the time of the embarkation of 
this mission from Boston, Tamahamaha 
having been dead about six months, Keho- 
reho, hisson and successor, in concert with 
the chief priest, gave command to destroy 
the idols. The priest set the example by 
setting fire to them with his own hand. 
One chief resisted ; and about 40 of his par- 
ty were killed in the conflict. Dat the des- 
truction was complete throughout Owhy- 
hee ; and there seems to have veen no re- 
sistance, but an in:mediate compliance, in 
all the other islands. ‘The example of the 
Society isfands, of which they bad heaid, 
the light they had received from seamen 
exposing the folly of the practice, and pro- 
bably stete policy in the King, contributed 
to produce this event. 

Yet whatever causes or motives led toit, 
we ate compelled to see the hand of Jeho- 
vah and exclaim, what hath God wrought! 
The missionaries were not apprized of the 
change till their arrival. Creat were their 
surprize, and wonder, ard jey, and grati- 
tude, to find this mighty obstacle to their 
labors and success already removed; feel- 
ings in which the whole christian world 
have since participated, 

VW hat are their firosfects ? 

They found not idolaters ; but a people 
without any religion; people possessed of 
one degree of light, to show them that 
their former gods were vanity and a lie, 
but still in gross darkness, and slaves to in- 
iquity. The principal king lives in the 
practice of drunkenness, polygamy, and 
incest. Hissubjects are not all so bad, nor 
all the interior kings. Butthere is no pie- 
ty or virtue to be found. They have been 
permitied to settle among them, By some, 
particularly King Tamorec, of Atoot, they 
have been joytuily welcomed. ‘The kings 
and ¢hiefs favor them; and they are pro- 
ceeding quictly in their work. They have 
established schools, and begun to preach 
the word. Visitors and temporary resi- 

dents, who call or trade at the islands, as 
well as the Kings and Chiefs, have contri- 
buted to the support of schools, the erec- 
tion of a house for worship, and the sup- 
port of the laborers, 
, Stattone and laborers. 
At Kirooah, on Owhyhee, are stationed 


Rev. Asa Thurston and his wife, and 
Thomas Hopoo, native teacher. At 
Taeaigh, same island, Mr. Elisha Loomis, 
teacher and printer, with his wife. At 
Hanaroorah, on the island of Woaho, Rev 
Hiram Bingham and his wife, Mr. Daniel 
Chamberlain, farmer, and his wife, and 
John Honooree, native teacher. On the 
island of Atooi, Mr. Samuel Whitney, 
teacher and mechanic, and his wife; and 
Mr. Samuel Ruggles, teacher, and his 
wife. These Jastare favored by George 
Tamoree, son of the King of Atooi, who 
returned home in the same vessel with the 
missionaries, convinced of the truth of 
christianity, but not giving evidence of 
piety, and therefore not connected with the 
mission. George Sandwich, another na- 
tive, returned home to join the mission, a- 
bout a year after its establishment. 

‘I'wo persons, who went outas helpers in 
this work, have disappointed the hopes of 
the board and of the christian public. 
William Tennooe, when he associated a- 
gain with his countrymen, lost the appear- 
ance of religion, became intemperate, and 
after ineffectual attempts to reclaim him, 
was excommunicated. Dr Thomas Hol- 
mon settled clone with his wife on the is- 
land of Mowee, ata great distance from 
the brethren, against their advice, disre 
garding the instructions of the board, and 
neglecting the business of the mission. 
He also was cut off from the mission 
church, and in the ; present year returned 
to this country. ‘hese things are dis- 
heartening, especially to the missionaries 
themselves But they appear to put their 
trust in the Lord, and continue their labors 
with cheerfulness. C. Mr.

JUDICIOUS VIEWS OF THE CON. 
VERSION OF THE JEWS. 

A notion prevails here, as also among too 
many persons in England, that God will 
bring about the conversion of the Jews in 
some extraordinary or miraculous manner, 
and that our exertions are therefore little 
or nothing to the purpose. To such ob- 
jections, I only answer that the onus pfro- 
bandi rests entirely with those who main- 
tain them. Ihave never been able to dis- 
cern the least ground for sucha notion in 
scripture ; and among all those who main- 
tain it, I have never met with, or heard of, 
so much as one whoeven attempted to pro- 
duce scriptural grounds for it. Tillit is 
clearly proved from God’s own word, to be 
His purpose to deal with the Jews, in a 
manner so widely different from his usual 
methods and appointments, I conceive it is 
our duty, in humble dependence upon Him, 
to make diligent use of the ordinary means. 
And any one who looks at the signs of the 
times, may see, I think, very clearly, that 
we have now a special call to active and 
earnest exertion. The time to labour is 
evidently come, whether the time fo expect 
the fruit of our toil, is quite another ques- 
tion ; and, perhaps, we ought to be con- 
tent to leave it alone at present. "We are 
called upon éo sow in labour, in patience, in 
prayer—and zz tears—but it may be the 
next generation, or one still more remote 
from us, which will reaf in joy, that the 
word (John iv. 37.) may again be fulfill- 
cd. My conviction of the duty of exertion 
tor the Jewsis as strong as thet of the 
warmest and most active friends of the 
cause in which weare engaged My hope 
of any immediate success not much higher 
than that of its greatest opponents. Have 
we nos yet many difficulties to surmount ; 
many prejudices, on more sides than one, 
to contend against and subdue; many en- 
quiries to make ; and very much to learn 
as tothe manner in which our labours must 
be conducted—before the work among the 
Jews can properly be said even to be be. 
gun. 

I mention these ideas, principally as sug- 
gestions for consideration, and because { 
observe among many friends of the Socie- 
ty very warm and exalted expectations of 
numerous conversions among the Jews, 
but very little idea of the dfficulties we have 
toencounter. Do Christians consider that 
for 1700 years the whole Christian world 
have been heaping up a mountain of diffi- 
culties in the way of the conversion of the 
Jews? And do they expect that with the 
first touch all this is to vanish into thin air? 
and while we are but buckling on our ar- 
mour, may we rejoice and triumph, as they

REVIVAL OF RELIGION IN LIME, N. H, 

The Congregational Church in Lime 
was organized May 22, 1771, about seven 
or eight years after the first settlement of 
the place. Two years after the formation 
of the Church, the first minister, Rev. 
William Conant, was settled ; who cone 
tinued his pastoral relation to the people 
until his death, in March 1810. His suc- 
cessor, Rev Nathaniel Lambert, was in- 
stalled, January 1, 1811, and dismissed in 
September 1820. The writer of this ar- 
ticle was ordained, January 3, 1821. 

About ten or eleven years after the or- 
ganization of the Church, it pleased God 
in his infinite mercy, to pour out his spirit 
among the people The revival at that 
time, considering the number of inhabi- 
tants, was powerful and extensive ; and a 
goo:'ly number it is hoped, were gathered 
into the fold of Clirist, and became his 
professed friends.—From that time to the 
commencement of the recent work; a pe- 
riod of about 40 years, there has been no 
considerable revival of religion; though 
there have been occasional accessions te 
the Church, and individual instances of 
hopeful returning to God. 

At the commencement of the year 1820, 
the religious prospects of this people were 
truly appaling. ‘The civil contract be- 
tween the minister and people was given 
up, and it was expected that his pastoral re- 
lation to the Church would soon be dissolv- 
ed The members of the Church con- 
sisted of somewhat less than one hundred 
and the most of these especially the males, 
! were advauced in life. ‘he icy hand of 
spiritual death had frozen the hearts of pro- 
fessors; and, as might be expected under 
such circumstances, the people in general 
were negligent and indifferent about the 
soul. Clouds of ominous appearance 
seemed to darken the horizon, and so 
threaten wide waste and desolation to our 
Zion. 

But while many were. cisheartened by 
these prospects, and disposed to hang their 
harps upon the willows, and sit down and 
weep in despondency,the Lord had a bless- 
ing in reserve for the people. 

In the summer of this year, some indi- 
cations of good appeared. Several faith- 
ful men had been employee in succession 
to dispense divine truth. Individuals were 
brought to consideration. To them the 
word preached was as the fire and hammer 
that breaketh the rock in pieces. Num- 
bers were now inquiring what they should 
do to be saved. The congregation on the 
Sabbath was numerous, attentive, and so- 
lemn. Meetings for prayer and religious 
conference were set up during the week, 
and were eminent!y blest of God. By the 
second Sabbath in October, the time in 
which the wiiter came among the people, 
some ten or fifteen began to indulge a 
hope. Most of these were heads of fam- 
ilies. 

At length the young people in consider - 
able numbers began to ve convinced that 
religion was important for them, and with 
cheerfulness and zeal they rallied round the 
standard of the cross. 

From October 1820, to March 1821, the 
work extended and became powerful, es- 
pecially in four districts in town. Meet- 
ings were frequent, full, and deeply inter- 
esting. The Holy Spirit wrought won- 
ders! the suppressed sigh, and the start- 
ing tear indicated his silent operation on the 
heart. 

By the first of March l&2t, as many as 
eighty, in the judgment of charity, had be- 
come the friends of Christ. During the 
succeeding summer a general seriousness 
was apparent, and tere were a few instan- 
ces of hopetul penitence. The following 
October, the Church, apprenensive that 
the work, was about to terminate, appoint- 
eda day for fasting and prayer. When 
they came together on this occasion, it was 
proposed that a part of the time should be 
occupied in devising and maturing plans 
for promoting a revival of religion. The 
result of these deliberations was the estab- 
lishment of a circular prayer meeting to 
pass round from district to district, every 
Saturday evening when as many of the 
brethren as convenient were expected to 
attend ; also selecting a committee to visit 
from house to house- 
| These and other exertions appeared te 
be attended with a remarkable blessing. 
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.Numbers are already rejoicing in hope 


In the months following, the Holy spirit 
again came down like copious showers that 
water the dry and thirsty earth January 
and February 1822, were the most interest. 
ing months that Lime ever saw  Hun- 
dreds thronged the places of worship; and 
often, in one evening, more than twenty in 
all the eloquence of tears, spoke impres- 
sively their feelings on the great subject of 
religion —The work was revived in those 
sections of the town, which had not here- 
tofore been so signally blest. 

The general features of this work have 
resembled most other revivals, which bless 
the day in which we live. It has continu 
ed now about two years, and we are still 
encouraged to hope in the mercy of Gou 
Many among us are still praying, “*O 
Lord revive thy work ; and the hope is in- 
dulged, that the months to come will be, in 
regard to divine influence, like the months 
that are past. 

Since the revival commenced, 131 have 
been added to the Church, besides several 
individuals who have connected themselves 
with other denominations. More than 30 
domestick altars have been erected, where 
before there were no morning and evening 
prayers, Twenty-eight husbands with then 
wives have come forward together, and 
united with the professed friends of Zion. 
— Andit is hoped. that a considerable num- 
ber more, who have not yet p:ofessed re- 
Jigion will be found among the friends ot 
Christ in the great deciding day 

In reviewing the interesting scenes 
through which we have passed, I remark ; 
1 That private christians nave done much 
to promote the work.

At the last session of the Baltimore An 
nual Conference I was appointed to this 
Station, and commenced my labours on the 
2d day of May. Finding the congregation 
small ; the society in general iukewarm, 
and being in delicate health myscif, I felt 
no encouragement from existing circum 
stances to undertake my work. From a 
sense of duty, however, | determined to 
take up my cross, and cheerfully spend my 
mite of talent and strength to promote the 
glory of God, and thei terests of Zion 

In the course of a few weeks the meet- 
ing was crowded with hearers, the peopie 
of God were roused to ea: esiness and fer- 
vour in prayer, and a deep solemnity seem- 
edto pervade the congregauon, Every 
successive meeting afforde. new sy pt ms 
that God was at work with the peupie 
Lhe increasins engugedness of believers, 
the tenderness of those whose hearts were 
softened under the word, and the deep and 
solemn attention of ail, delightfully en- 





personal conversation ; by prayers and cx- | 
hortations offered in the social circle, and 
in religious meetings; private christians | 
have done much, very much to advance the | 
cause of tae Redeemer in this place. And 
by therr fidelity and efforts in these various 
ways, many of them have made rapid and 
very desirable attainments in know.edge 
aud in grace. 

It is believed also that females have af- 
forded very important aid in the great cause. 
—Among themselves, they bave hd many 
meetings for prayer and seligious conver- 
sation; avd in a more private manner by 
their domestic influetce and seasonable re- 
marks to others, especially to their own 
sex, it is believed that a great sum of good 
has been the result. 

2. The favorite infidel argument, that 
men of influence and strength of mind are 
not found to embrace religion, appears 
weak in view of what God has dune ior us, 
Many of our most respectable and influen- 
tial citizens, have stood forth as active and 
decided friencs of Christ. Their example 
and efforts have contributed not a little to 
promote the weifure of immortal souls. 

3. The beneficial effects of a revival have 
heen strikingly exhibited in’ this place 
Every candid man and, perhaps even the 
most bitter opposers of religion will ac- 
knowledge that there has been a great mor- 
al'change in the habits and pursui's of this 
people. Almost «very thing around us has 
assumed a new aspect. 

Inthe conclusion it may be said, the 
L.ord hath done great thines for us, and to 
him be all the glory.

These favourable circumstances were 
‘eadi y improved, and upon an invitation 
civen, the penitent mourners arose from 
heir seats with weeping eyes, and came 
irembling to the altar. Several that eve- 
‘ing fo nd pardon and peace, and were 
enabled with happy thousands, to testify 
tho: ** the Son of Man hath power on earth 
io forgive sins’”’ 

This instance of Divine goodness and 
ower, gave fresh animation and vigour to 
hose woo were travailing in spirit for the 
orosperity of Zion, and greatly awakened 
‘he atte::tion of many who had not recently 
witnessed a work of that kind.* 

The prayer meeting, on the following 
Tuesday evening, was attended by several 
hundreds; the number of those who were 
seeking the Saviour were found to be mul- 
tiplied ; and at this meeting, also, some 
were al liberty to praise a pardoning God 
From this meeting the work of God has 
progressed regularly and constantly until 
the present hour Our house has been 
crowded with hearers, even on Thursday 
evenings: and on Sabbath evenings, se- 
vera! hundreds are unable to obtain admis- 
sioa for want of room. 

Within a lite more than two months, 
the number of converts exceeds one hun- 
dred and twenty whites and fifty coloured 
persons One hundred and fifty-eight have 
been received as candidates for member- 
ship in our church. Some that were con- 
verted ia our meeting have joined the 
Foundry Station, but none have been so un 
rrateful as to leave those who were instru- 
mental in their conversion, and attach 
themselves to another church. 

The subjects of this work ace chiefly 
young persons, from sixteen to twenty- 
five, the majority of whom are males 
Some of them are the children of Metho- 
dist parents, who had been long praying for 
the salvation of their tender offspring. 
With eyes overflowing with tears of grati- 
tade, they have been permitted to behold 
them rising from the altar of mercy, glad- 
ly proclaiming to surrounding spectators 
what Ged tiac done for their precious souls. 

Among the number converted in this 





revival, are young men of good talents and 
flatiering prospects, who will uikely digni- 
fy some usetul station in the church of God.

From the commencement of this gra- 
cious work of God until the present, we 
have had very Intle trouble in preserving 
order and decorum in our meetings Ma- 
ny, who have come to ridicule and oppose, 
have been so arrested with the solemnity 
apparent inthe congrezation, and by the 
force of heart searching truth, that they 
have been constr.ined to sit in profound si- 
lence. and to wonde: atthe display o. God’: 
paving power It is true, that some formal 
professors and wicked infidels have been 
disturbed by the cries of the distressed, 
and by the sighing and rejoicing of the 
people of God, and have shown a disposi- 
tion tO réstiict our liberties ; but the free 
constitution of our h ppy country secures 
to us the liberty of choice in our mode of 
woiship 5 therefore, the Lion of persecu- 
tion May Toar but he cannot devour. We 
are happy to find that wuhin a few days 
past, some tiyid persecutors who treated 
their converted wives with cruelty, have 
themselves submitted to wear the easy 
yoke of the gospel.

I am info:med by some of the oidest 
members of our church here, that there 
have been several considerable revivals ot 
religion since the rise ot Methodism 1n this 
city; but that the present surpasses any 
former work for solidity, extent, and dura- 
uon. This is the Lord’s doing, and it is 
marvellous in our eyes.”

Exiract of a letter from the Rev. Mr. Ro- 


berts,to the Cor.Se retary dated Valley 
Towns, Ang, 14. 1822. 


Rev. and Dear Sir, 


The school is still increasing : two fresh 
scholars came last week, a poor lame girl 
and her brother, from a distance of fifty 
niles. 

Our crop of corn, consisting of 70 acres 
or more is very wood. I reeeived a letter a 
few days agofrom Mr. Oliver Stephens, 
Sunbury, Liberty Co. Geo. stating that the 
friends of missious in that place, had sent 
a box of eleathiag for these poor children. 


He mentisns that a considerable interest is 
exeird in that part of the country. for the 
needy at this station, by means of letters 
published inthe Luminary. This letter 
was like cold water to our thirsty souls, 
bemg assured that these good people who 
thus think of the children under our care, 
think of us at the throne of grace. 

About 'wo months age we commenced 
anviber sehool at the town of Nottle, 16 
miles from this pldee. where L have been 
in the hatit of preaching onee a month, 
and fir st notin vain ihere are 49 of 
60 in thistown, that understand Knzlish, 
some whites and some part breed. many of 
whom seem io hear for eternity. 

They are very desirous of having a lo- 
eal school, and are willing to contribute 
corn and meal &e towards supporting a 
teaeher; and they are about buildmg a 
h answer the double purpose of wor- 


We are now engaged in translating the 
Philadeip iia Sunday Sehool paling back, 
and if healih be spared, we hope to have it 
roady for the press in six weeks. As this 
excelleat book eontains nothing but the 
pure word of God, we may reasonably hope 
that the same divine blessing whieh fol- 
lowed its progress through cities and vil- 
lages inhabited by the whites, will not be 
withholden from the humbler dwellers of 
the cabins and wigwams. 

Some of the boys who have been here 
for along time trying to learn English, 
without understanding what they read, be- 
came discouraged, went away, and we see 
them no more. Others seem to bang on bee 
tween hope and despair, These, of late 
begin to study their own language, and 
some of them,in the short period of two or 
three weeks, can, to their great joy, read 
What they understand. 

If it should meet the approbation of the 
board. I intend going to Washington this 
fallto get our speiling book published. I 
hope the object ean he accomplished with- 
out any expense to the Board.

Extraet of a letter from Mr. Evan James 
to a friend in this city, dated Valley 
‘Towns, Cherekee Nation,Aug 17, 1822, 
My Dear sir, 
Though I have deferred writing so long, 





i will not now take up your Lime with apo- 
ivgies : but will endeavour to throw ioge- 
ther a few hints reapecting our proceedings 
and our views of the plans most likely to 
aceumplish the desigus of the Board. in 
communicating the Knowledge of the Sa- 
vieur to this degraded portion of our fel- 
low men. 

Our school at present consists of six- 
ty pupils ; 48 boys and 12 girls; prinei- 
cipally half breed., quarteroons, &e. with 
a few full breeds. ‘Those who anderstand 
English improve as fast as any white ehil- 
dren Lhave met with They are iu gen- 
eral very tractable, and as easily manage 
ed as any equal unmber of whites. The 
full breeds also iearn those things in which 
they have equal advantages, fally as fast 
as the others ; but for want of understand- 
ing, and feeling a relish for what they are 
attempting to learn, it is very diifieuit to 
engage their attention and to keep them 
regularly at school, We observe when 
they first eome, they are generally much 
delighted with writing; and most of them 
have, ina few days, learned to form all 
the letters of the alphabet. But we find 
that when the novelty of writing is over, 
and they enter on the dark and tedious 
business of spelling aud combining sounds 
which they canuot articulate, aad whieh 
convey no idea to their minds, their path 
heeomes ragged and uninteresting ; their 
native habit of indolence and listlessness 
resume their tuil free : the pleasing ideas 
of bows and arrows, bow guns and balls, 
take possession of their minds: and the 
altraction is irresistible [he consequenee 
is, they cannot rest satisfied without fre- 
quently going home; and in this we are 
obliged in sume degree to indulge them, 
though much against our inelivation. The 
Indians exereise no authori'y over their 
children ; therefore it depends entirely on 
the children them-elves.whether they come 
to sehool or not. The only means thea 
we have te secure their at'endanee, is, to 
render our instructions interesting; and 
this is a very ditlicul: task when the co-ope 
eration of the understanding eannot be 
secured. For these reasons we think it 
would be imprudent to enforee very strict 
regulations with regard to attendances 
lest we should drive them away, and pre- 
vent their return. 

From the above notices, you will per- 
veive that our labours are, at nt, 
confined to the borders of the field; but ia 
order todo any thing effectual among these 





people, the ploughshare of the gospel must 
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be thrust inte the centre of this territory of 
darkness, the foundation of Satan’s empire 
must be made bare, and the tree of life 
planted in the midst of the ruins. Now, we 
know of no means so likely to effect this, 
as those by which our venerable brethren 
in the east have waxed so valiant in fight ; 
and by which they are daily turning to 
flight the armies of the aliens. I mean the 
translation of that word which, in the 
hand of the Holy Spirit, is sharper than 
any two-edged sword: which is perfect, 
converting the soul; whieh is sure, making 
wise the simple: whieh is right, rejoicing 
the heart: which is pure, enlighieping the 
eyes: whose value is above fine gold, aud 
whose taste is sweeter than the honey and 
the honey-comb. If this were commeneed, 
and a small hook printed, the trial ahi 
immediately be made. And we are ,er- 
suaded the progress of the werk wh." Sa- 
tion would thereby be ateeterar”  ~ * ald, 
while the expense woukt begh° _amin- 
ished. This plan, ‘ye, a» acknow- 
ledged, by some intelligent persons, to be) 
the most direet and expeditious; but the 
practicability of it has been doubted by 
some, and the eligibility of it by others. 
Against the practicability of this plan 
it has been urged, that the sounds of the 
language could never be represented by 
written eharaeters. This which could ne- 
ver have appeared a great difficulty to 
the learned, is now entirely obviated. We 
have, in conjunction with the Rev. Mr. 
Butriek, of Brainerd, selected from the 
Roman charaeters an alphabet which com- 
prehends all the sounds in the language ; 
and which, I think, is simple and natural ; 
every letter preserving the invariable pow- 
er, and no two sounds being in any case 
represented by one letter.

When were the importance of this com- 
mand, and its binding nature properly es- 
timated? A few, when viewing, with en- 
lighteaed minds, the multitudes “ scatter- 
ed abroad, as sheep having no shepherd,” 
are moved, like the benevolent Saviour, 
with compassion. Buta great portion of 
the Christian community is so busily occu- 
pied in wordly pursuits, that it is not pre- 
pared to render due regard to the injunc- 
tion in the text Nevertheless, facts speak 
for themselves, and those, who, by means 
of ovservation in their own vicinity, or 
through the medium of religious publica- 
tions, give attention to the state of things, 
know that there is the same need at this 
time, to obey this command, as when it 
was delivered, 

We may, it is true, here and there point 
Out spots in the world where the servants of 
God are labouring in his vineyard Yet 
even where the gospel is preached, as our 
own country fully testifies, there are ma- 
hy waste places, where the people are but 
few removes from heathenism Should 
the wants of any part of the field be for the 
present supplied, still it must be recullect- 
ed, that men are mortal ‘he silvered 
heads of many of the witnesses of truth, 
remind their brethren, that workmen are 
in requisition. 

Laying aside, however, fora moment, 
Christian countries, whose wants in this 
particular are certainly very great, turn to 
the heathen world. Where are the la- 
bourers to reap in a harvest of at least six 
hundred millions? A few have given up 
all for Christ’s sake and the gospel’s, and 
have come to this moral waste. But I do 
not suppose that the whole number of mis 
sionaries now in the field, is more than 
five hundred. Is this the host which the 
Christian world has been twenty years in 
raising ? Are these the thirty thousand 
missionaries which would be required to 
meet the wants of the heathen ina small 
degree? Well was it remarked by an in- 
dividual, that any petty prince in Germany, 
could raise a larger army, and shall the 
prince of life and glory want for soldiers? 
How soon might this number be collected 
in this country for commercial or warlike 
purposes, having all the ccvoiednesss ne- 
cessary for their object, and shall not the 
moral conquest of the world, under the 
Captain of out salvation, be sufficient to a- 
rouse our energies? possessing at the same 
time, as we do, such a foundauon whereon 
to build a hope of success. 

As yet nothing has been said of the aw- 

fulness with which this subject is invested 
ae Oe misery of our race; from their 
= Pct condition, being utterly unprepared 
pa Dry aha ; from the amount ot 
Me which mighi be prevent- 
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ed, but above all, from the fact, that in ev- 
ery moment of time, many souls are loosed 
from the bands of mortality, and intro- 
duced into the presence of Jehovah, with- 
out Christ, and consequently without hope; 
and in the process of thirty years, the place 


‘of the preceding generation is supplied 


by other individuals, equally unlikely to re- 
ceive fuith by hearing. 

It must be here recollected that the re- 
plenishing of the field belongs to Chris- 
tians, because it is committed to them to 
pray for the sending forth of labourers. 
The circumstance that our Lord has given 
to men the preaching of his word, through 
which the world will undoubtedly be ulti- 
mately saved, it being the power of God 











unto salvation, and has thus apparently con- 
fided the whole concern tu their charge, 
should be taken deeply into consideration, 
for hence we may learn, how great our du- 
ties. It should also be recollected, that as 
in the field it is necessary for the labourer 
to be skilled in the use of implements, and 
to be unfettered by other employments, it 
is equally necessary for the minister to be a 
workman, that needeth not to be ashamed. 
And as the special aids of the Holy Ghost 
have been withdrawn, which, as a lute wri- 
ter bas observed, were never given as a 
pillow to sloth, it is necessary that he give 
attention to reading, to exhortation, and to 
doctrine, that his profiting may appear to 
all, and he be, by the blessing of God, use- 
fulin the world. It is therefore the neces- 
sary duty of every lover of the cause, to 
add to his prayers, exertions to encourage 
and support every one called to this service, 
in laudable attempts to enrich his mind, 
and to afford assistance in enabling him to 
give himself wholly to the work. 

The well known fact need not here be 
repeated, that the greatest blessings are 
held out in scripture to be obtained in ane 
swer to prayer, and that in proportion to 
effectual fervent prayer, has been, in al- 
most all instances, the sum of blessings be- 
stowed onthe church. From this circum- 
stance, however we may be encouraged to 
a steady perseverance in this duty, and by 
recoliecting that the harvest is the Lord’s.

United Foreign Missionary Society. 
Abstracted from the Missionary Register, 
Union Srarion.—A letter from the 
Rev Mr. Vail,brings down the intelligence 
from this mission to June 26. ‘The health 
of the family was then good. The accom- 
panying journal, for the months of April 
and May, relates ehiefly to the eonduet of 
the Indians, while waiting in suspense the 
decision of the question, as to peace or 
war with the Cherokees. The missionaries 
continue to urge the ohjeet of their mission; 
but hitherto with eomparatively small suc- 
cess. Evidently the Osages are as yet but 
littie acquainted with the advantages of 
education, and strongly attached to their 
wonted mode of life. It is to be mention- 
ed with gratitude however, that four chil- 
dren have been placed under the care of 
the missionaries, and discover a remarka- 
ble docility. Oneof them is the eldest 
son of Tally, the seeond chief in the na- 
tion, about 15 years ofage. The mis- 


sionaries have named him Phili P Milledol- 
ar.—He progresses rapidly in 


is studies. 











Stealing is a more prevalent vice among 
the Osaces than intemperance. ‘The mis- 
sion has suffered in some measure from 
this propensity. ‘The medical and smith- 
ing departments of the mission are as yet 
most valued by the Indians. Dr. Paimer 
is often called to prescribe for their sick, 
and take eare of their wounded; while 
they bring their axes, guns, &e. for re- 
pairs, to the smith.— Work of this kind to 
the amount of $120 per. aun. 1s done for 
the Indians, at the missions establishment, 
by order of the U. States ap gtr , 
Great Osage Missson.—July 1. the school 
remains stationary It contains five boys 
and eight girls ; “as promising scholars 
as any white children we usually see.” 
Messrs. Pixley and Montgomery are ap- 
plying themselves diligently to the stady 
of the language, but are not able yet to 
preach in it. The health of the family is 
generally good, though the fever and ague 
occasionally makes its attacks. ‘The mill 
is raised, and the floors laid, but the work 
cannot be completed for some ttime, owing 
to the rise of water, occasioned by the 
rains of the season. A Roman Catholic 
Priest has visited the village, proposing to 
instruet and baptize the children ; what 
the result of his interferences shall be, ree 
mains to be seen.

Extract of a Letter from Pensacola, dated 
September 22, 1822. 


Doet. Elliot died on the 2d instant, and 
there is not a physician remaining in the 
place. It is impossible to give you an 
idea of the extent of the calamity which has 
befallen Pensacola; out of a population of 
fourteeu hundred, whieh it was said to 
contain when we arrived, short of four 
hundred now remain: the rest have either 
died or made their escape. We are the 
only Americans here. ‘The disease is still 
raging among the creoles, and a severe 
mortality attends it. Allour authorities 
have either died or deserted: we have no 
governor and council, no police, no pos - 
office, no printing office, nor in short any 
other oflice. There areonly one or two 
stores open in the town. Nothing can 
exceed the deadly gloom that pervades 
every thinghere. You may cast your eyes 
for hours every day round the place and 
not see an individual moving, save the 
hardened eartman with his heavy loaded 
horse. ‘The fever has now broke out 
among the troops, which were removed 
about three miles fram town, and I un- 
derstand great numbers die daily Many 
ef the officers whom I knew have died, 
Two of the Judges of this place have died ; 
the others fled.— Bost. Pat
